Tile priests had not gone far when 
the guard-- shot them in their backs. 


'darin g there is a strike of labor in 
their factories, and the w orkers con­ 
tending that the com pany has declar­ 
ed a lockout against them, there are 
12.000 tobacco workers at present un­ 
em ployed in the island.
